The somewhat conciliatory at- 
titude of Deputy Mikoyan bolsters 
a growing belief that the Rus- 
sians hope to concentrate their 
major energies on the goals set 
for 1965.

He is straining 
the Soviet people. They will be 
urged, cajoled and coerced into a 
mighty effort of man and ma 
chines to accomplish in seven 
years: what originally was sched- 
uled for 14. 


Short-Term Goals 


These are their deeply desired 
short-term goals. They believe 
that by reaching them they will 
then be able to grasp their long 
term objective — a Communist 
world order. 


They do not, 
Berlin to grow into a war.

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Georgia Decision 
Imposes Reality 


Not that we expected anything else 
of the people of Atlanta but it is in order 
to congratulate all concerned with the 
common sense reaction to Friday's fed- 
eral court decision ruling segregation on 
trolleys in Atlanta unconstitutional. 

As we said in a previous editorial, few 
major Southern cities still have segre- 
gated seating. In most of them it disap- 
peared except by voluntary custom, which 
covers most riders, some years ago. 

Richmond and Norfolk, Va. one a 
former capital of the Confederacy, aban- 
doned segregated trolleys and buses years 
ago and have had no single incident. 


Most Southerners are not aware that 
Charleston, S.C., has no segregated seating 
on public trolleys. Nor does the state cap- 
ital. Columbia. New Orleans, Montgom- 
ery, Ala., and other Southern cities some 
time ago gave up the rule of segregated 
seating—some of them voluntarily. 

Atlanta has this Dixie precedent to 
follow. 

Mavor Hartsfield did a fine job of 
presenting the problem. Buses take peo- 
ple to and from work just as elevators 
take them up and down office buildings 
and stores. There is nothing social about 
riding buses and trolleys or elevators. 

There will, in the days ahead, proba- 
bly be a gradual testing of the new con- 
stitutional trolley ruling. Let us all re- 
member that we can move or stand if 
we don't like a situation. Good manners 
and common sense can see us through a 
period which to some will be trying. But 
other Southern cities have made the tran- 
sition without trouble. So can we. 

. 

The trolley and bus ruling handed 
down Friday by Judge Frank Hooper 
was followed on Saturday by a second 
one. Judge Boyd Sloan, like Judge 
Hooper, a native Georgian and South- 
erner, is trusted and admired by all, in- 
cluding the most extreme segregationists. 

Judge Sloan decreed that the board 
of regents may not enforce segregation at 
Georgia State College in Atlanta. The 
ruling further declared that qualified 
Negroes are entitled to an injunction to 
prohibit the regents “from continuing to 
limit the college to white students 
only.” 

This, on its face, applies to other units 
of the university system. 

Again here is a test for our state citi- 
zenship. As Judge Sloan said, to question 
the high court’s (school) decision is 
both “improper and futile.” The key 
word which the judge seemed to be try- 
ing to impress upon us is “futile.” 

There is no occasion for panic. There is 
time to think and to plan. The university 
system will not now be closed. Whether it 
is in the fall ahead depends on several 
factors, none immediate. 

There is every reason: for calm as- 
sessment and the application of common 
sense. 

Certainly all the people of Georgia will 
know that these local federal judges, who 
know our traditions, customs and feelings, 
would not so emphatically and finally 
rule if it were not, in fact, the law.

New Punishment Given 
Car Accessory Thieves 


Judge Charles Wofford of Fulton 
Criminal Court is setting a pattern that 
should be. a potent deterrent to the theft 
of automobile accessories, the largest 
daily criminal activity in Atlanta and 
other large cities. 

In sentencing youths convicted of lar- 
ceny of such items as auto mirrors, fen- 
der skirts, hub caps, etc., Judge Wofford 
is taking their driver’s license for three 
years. 

His reasoning is sound. Depriving a 
youngster of his permit to drive can be 
far worse punishment than a fine and 
the usual suspended jail sentence. 

It could well be that Judge Wofford 
has found an effective means of curtailing 
a fad and discouraging many a youngster 
from taking this first step toward more 
serious crimes. 


Uncle Sam’s Diplomats 
Have To Pinch Pennies 


A country’s diplomacy is only as good 
as-its diplomats. The United States is no 
exception. 

It is puzzling, therefore, that though 
this country sits upon a pinnacle of power 
in world affairs, our diplomats must pinch 
pennies. 

The professional foreign service 
worker, trained for his job and fully com- 
petent, too often is passed over at appoint- 
ment time in favor of an amateur, usually 
one of our wealthier citizens who can af- 
ford to say to friends overseas, “This is 
on me.” | 

“Fat cat” diplomacy was all right for

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Congress is chiefly mgsponsible for the 


sorry shape the diplomatic service is in 
now. It has refused to provide adequate 
“representation allowances” for the pro- 
fessional men and women in the foreign 
service. In Rome, Paris and London, for 
instance, only a wealthy ambassador can 
afford to pick up the check for the Fourth 
of July embassy reception alone. 


A well-trained, dedicated and ade- 
quately financed foreign service would 
be a stellar asset of the United States in 
the titanic struggles that lie ahead. If 
our house of diplomacy is built upon the 
sands of penuriousness, it will not stand 
the frigid blasts of the cold war.

Restoration of Integrity 
Deserves Top Priority! 


When the General Assembly convenes 
tomorrow with a new state administration, 
it will have the greatest opportunity in 
many years to strengthen itself as well 
as to improve effectiveness of state gov- 
ernment in general. 


This opportuity has been pledged 
full support by the governor-elect and 
certainly is backed with a mandate of 
public opinion. 

With no apologies for the Griffin ad- 
ministration, many of the evils which 
found full expression the past four years 
were due to inherent weaknesses in gov- 
ernment organization itself. Abuses which 
reached full bloom would not have been 
as flagrant if loopholes had not existed 
which made them possible—even encour- 
aged them. 


It is, of course, sad that it has be- 
come necessary to propose laws to make 
it a criminal offense for officials to in- 
dulge in certain practices which any 
decent person knows to be morally 
wrong. 

Recommendations by Sen. Trotter’s 
“Watchdog Committee” are an outgrowth 
of cumulative abuses of trust. Evils they 
propose to correct have been known for 
years. But state government and the evils 
have grown to such proportions that no 
longer can they be ignored or left to ad- 
ministrative handling. 

The General Assembly and state gov- 
ernment will be stronger and more ef- 
fective if it adopts a proposed law to pro- 
hibit its members from holding state jobs 
or to receive other state pay. It should not 
be necessary—but it is—to pass legislation 
making it a crime for state employes to 
sell to the state. 


It came as a surprise that no law {s 
involved in exchanges of money or gifts 
to influence official decisions or legisla- 
tion. It is, therefore, necessary to outlaw 
bribery under whatever name it may 
parade. 


It should not have become necessary 
to propose.an}act to make it a crime for 
any official to collect a fund from anyone 
under his jurisdiction or regulation. But 
in election after election there have been 
reports of forced collection of political 
funds from employes in certain depart- 
ments and more recently those “contribu- 
tions” to the illegal moonshine fund. A law 
is necessary. 

Restoration of morality and integrity 
in government is indeed the first order 
of business for the new administration 
and the General Assembly. Little cour- 
age should be required when the chal- 
lenge is restoration of confidence in state 
government itself.

ing if possible. 

Mikoyan was left in no doubt 
about the determination of the 


ings he attended or in his talk 
with Vice President Nixon, whom 
he invited to visit Moscow. 

More than that, the visitor man- 
aged to convince at least some 
officials here that the United 
States had nothing to gain from 
allowing the Russian visitor to 
return to Moscow without any 
hope of continuing efforts to 
reach a just accommodation on 
Germany. 

This does not mean any offi- 
cial here suggested any new basis 
for negotiations on Germany. On 
the contrary, everybody was ex- 
tremely careful to make clear 
that the United States would not 
make any proposals to the Soviet 
Union which affected other coun- 
tries without first getting the ap- 
proval of those countries. 

Nor did Mikoyan make any spe- 
cific suggestions to Dulles. He 
did indicate at his private dinner 
with Eric Johnston that the So- 
viet Union might be willing to 
accept United Nations observers 
in a free city of Berlin. 

It is not expected that the 
United States will be ready with 
any specific new proposals to 
place before Mikoyan re- 
turns on Jan. 19, but at least 
there will be quite a lively ex- 
change of views within the State

“flash” saying, 
“Democratic by 
—Steen Thousand-387 More or 
Less.”’ 


The man Fitch says: . ‘Atlanta 
is one of the most prominent of 
the racing cities of the United 
States. It was in 31st position at 
the close of the 12th lap in 1910, 
having passed Albany, Fall River, 
Lowell, Memphis, New Orleans, 
Cambridge, Mass.; Omaha, Pater- 
son, St. Joseph, Syracuse, Worces- 
ter, and other antiquated mod- 
els during the previous 10 years. 
It now has 154,000 people, is close 
enough to Columbus, Toledo and 
St. Paul to see their number 
plates, and if it does not skid on 
some financial turn, will be in 
28th place in 1920. 


“Atlanta is an old-style South- 
ern seat on a new chassis. It 
was used for a season by W. T. 
Sherman, one of the most care- 
less men with cities in history, 
and when he finished with it, it 
went into the back shop for 30 
years for repairs. Lately, how- 
ever, it has been picked up by 
some enterprising Georgians, fit- 
ted with new motive power and 
a large, self-blowing horn of the 
style used so successfully by Chi- 
cago and other flyers, and shoved 
out into the race once more. 


“Atlanta is in the auburn soil 
belt of Georgia, which now pro- 
duces everything from cotton to 
cabinet officers. It is a handsome, 
well-built city, with more sky- 
scrapers per capita than any oth- 
er city in the world, and a fine 
new forest of factory chimneys, 
which is being tended and pre- 
served with care. Atlanta is the 
vortex of the prohibition move- 
ment in the South, and points 
with pride to a 20-story bank 
building built from the profits of 
a single, home-grown soft drink. 
Among notable Atlanta produ-ts 
are Hoke Smith, Frank L. Stan- 
ton, Barney Oldfield and Tom 
Watson. 

“Atlanta takes enough time 
from its business to maintain a 
center of beauty and fashion, and 
the peaches of Peachtree avenue 
are eagerly plucked by young men 
of taste and discernment in this 
and other countries. It is a South- 
ern city at heart, but has Northern 
arms and legs, and is spreading 
out over the Georgia clay hills 
at a rate which reminds one of 
Kansas City in its most contagious 
days. It has abandoned ‘To Hell 
With Sherman’ as its motto and 
has substituted, “Toot, toot; look 
out ahead,’ with splendid results.”

WASHINGTON—The basic weakness of the 
advanced or professional liberals is being shown 
. $0 repeatedly that their power in the new Con- 


gress may turn out actually to be less than the old. This is a 


‘seemingly incredible situation. For on the basis of the November 


elections, the ultraconservatives should have their lowest influence 


in two decades. 

And it is bad news, too, for a 
rational or effective liberalism as 
well as for this emotional or in- 
effective liberalism. What is this 
profound weakness of the ad- 
vanced liberals? Their ideas aca- 
demically are far stronger than 
their ability to put them into ac- 
tion. They lack proportion and a 
grasp upon reality. 

‘They are daily alienating the 
practical liberals, with whom use- 
ful common causes could be made 
~if only the professional liberals 
were not alone so almost religious- 
ly right on every possible occa- 
sion. The result well may be that 
an undue and unearned power 
will fall by default to the ultra- 
conservatives. Already, indeed, 
exactly this has happened among 
the Senate Republicans. 

At least three times already 
the advanced liberals have dem- 
onstrated their odd ineffectuality: 

1, The ineptness of their de- 
feated campaign to unseat some 
of the Old Guard Republican 
leadership in the Senate has only 
consolidated that leadership. And 
they have gone out of their way 
to make the country suppose that 
liberal Republican ideas took a 
beating. 

What actually took a beating, 
instead, was a widely unrealistic 
leadership slate offered by the 
liberals against part of the Old 
Guard regency headed by Sen. 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire.

Once in a while, looking up from the paper 
which tells of manmade planets in orbit about

TV Is Not as Bad 


As Critics Declare

Is television really to blame? 
I mean was it the movie on television that made 
you burn the barbecue chicken the other night?... 
Is too much television really the reason why Johnny 


has to wear glasses? . 


.. Were the young hoodlums 


in Chicago influenced to commit that murder simply 
because they saw a murder on television? Is tele- 
vision actually as bad as we sometimes say it is? 


I am afraid the answer to 
all of those questions is an em- 


phatic “no.” 


Television isn’t as bad as we 
sometimes think. And television 
is not responsible for all—or 
even a very small part—of the 
evil which is attributed to it by 
critics, viewers, commentators, 
editorial writers, social work- 
ers, legal wheels and others. 


The ‘‘monster in the living 
room,” as it is wont to be called, 
has become the whipping boy 
for almost every- 
thing.

Whereas the 
films used to be 
the target of re- ‘ 
ligious, social RR 2g 
and educational gam 
groups, parents “ga8 
and businessmen 
who found that 
movies were either contributing 
to juvenile delinquency or to the 
general detriment of the com- 
munity, television has now taken 
on that role.

“We were still behind five points with 50 seconds to go. Then 
Joe DeFoor's two jump shots put us a point away, and we started 
the ball back down the court again with 13 seconds left. 


“Fred Edmondson shot and the ball bounced between the free 
throw line and the goal. Royer caught it and fired one of the 
prettiest shots I ever saw. The game ended with the ball in the air.

“Of course, Mercer and FSU are our first worries,’ Lawson 
said. 

“We have to meet Mercer in the highly adrenalized building 
down there. Adrenalin seems to pump out of the walls into the 
players down there. And I expect them to play their ‘home team’ 
against us,”’ he said mischievously. ‘““You know they play so much 
better in Macon I think they have a home and road team.” 


As for Auburn, Lawson says, ‘‘If we can do anything in the 
first half, that will be a contest. Auburn has a fine ball club, 
and somebody will have to play two good halves to beat ’em.”’ 


Win, lose or draw, the astounding finishing touch against the 
Crimson Tide is certain to send Georgia against Auburn with re- 
newed confidence.

Police said they measured skid 
marks for 155 feet on the Ex- 
pressway and 23 more feet off the 
Expressway before Pierce's ve- 
hicle hit the steel pole. 


The taxi’s impact uprooted the 
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pole and carried it an additional , 


52 feet, officers. The pole had 
been imbedded in a_ two-foot 
block of concrete.

Fatty Diet Linked 


To Heart Disease 


There is great interest nowa- 
days, both on the part of medical 
and nonmedical people, in what 
is known as cholesterol. I have 
mentioned it in previous columns 
as a fatty substance found in egg 
yolk and animal fat, as well as 
in bile and in the tissue that 
makes up nerves.
